SLAVERY AND FREEDOM. 


"In liko mauuor we go back almosf 


fonr decades to find an answer to the 
question: Why do wo observe this 
day? Then began a mighty struggle 
between two sections of our country. 
Then was tho outburst of tho smolder- 
ing fires that had been gathering force 
for 240 years. That vile root, human 
slavery, was planted in our virgin soil 
at Jamestown, Virginia, in 1C~'0. 
It 


sprang up and fcboro evil seed that 
was scattered and brought forth fruit 
its own kind until it spread nil over 
tho colonies. In tho course of time, 
however, tho spirit of liberty, which 
wag brought 
by tho 
Pilgrims to 


Plymouth Rock at 
the same time 


slavery was introduced ac Jamestown, 
Va., crowded slavery into tho south- 
ern section of onr laud, so that when 
tho first struggle came the institution 
was confined to 13 states. 
As new 


states aud territories were added to 
tho growing nation most vigorous aud 
persistent eilorts were made in the 
public press, in conventions aud in 
stato and national legislatures, to ex- 
tend this sum of-all villanies iuto tlie 
new possessions. 


"On the other hand there rose up 


mighty host to oppose nnd prevent it 
extension. This was tlio bone of con 
teutiou that widened tho breach be 
twocii the two sections. This was th 
rock upon which the nation split 


soldiery ready to lay down their lives 
for tho principles which they had 
espoused. On both sides they suffered, 
endured, bled aud died, and immense 
sacrifices were made. 


NUMBER SLAIN. 


"When Lee surrendered to General 


Grant at Appomattox Court House 
April 9, 1SG5, and Johnston 1C days 
later to General Sherman, there had 
been slain, of northern men 300,000 
aud of southern men 500,000, and after, 
ward thousands more went down to 
death from wounds received and dis- 
eases contracted. 


"No loss than 1,000,000 men shed 


their blood to atone for the sins of 
some of Adam's posterty who foisted 
upon the American government the 
iniquitous institution of .slavery.

Some of the Russian school geogra- 


phies still represent Lake Baikal in Si- 
beria as the largest fresh-water lake in 
the world. The lake is among the larg- 
est, though it by no means merits the 
distinction that these Russian writers 
have tried to give it. The Sun has al- 
ready told of the remarkable fact about 
the animal life in thete waters that oil 
seals such as are found in the Arctic 
ocean live in abundance in Baikal. It 
is supposed that when a large part of 
Siberia was a sea bottom, covered by 
the northern ocean, the seals made 
their way into tha depression which, 
trpon the emergence of the land, became 
Lake Baikal. 
They found the condi- 


tions favorable, accustomed themselves 
to the change from salt to fresh water, 
which probably was a very gradual 
process, and multiplied and nourished 
iu the inland sea as their fathers had 
done in the icy ocean. 


In Lake Baikal is a long, narrow is- 


land about a fifth as large as our Long 
Island. It is called Olkhon island and 
is inhabited by the Buriats, a tribe that 
has been very little knowu till recently, 
except to a few traders. Ths Buriata 
depend in pan upon the seal fishery for

tinction of being in the charge of cer 
tain permanent officials, under the di 
rection of the home secretary and the 
prime minister for the time being. 


Once, and once only, in recent 3~ears 


has a minister of the government al- 
lowed himself to be drawn into mating 
a statement which admitted that the 
secrets of the 'post office were used for 
political purposes. 


Such an admission was made in the 


days of the first dynamite scare, when 
an Irish member made a general charge 
against the government of tampering 
with the correspondence of certain 
Irishmen. Lord John Manners in reply 
/evaded the question in an ambiguous 
manner, but indiscreetly called atten- 
tion to a clause in the post office act 
which empowers the postal authorities 
to open and eien confiscate any letter 
or package which they might reason 
ably suspect covered some infringement 
of the rules of the department. 


The secret service is divided into two 


distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do with the 
prosecution of dishonest men in the em- 
ploy of the post office. The great bulk 
of the robberies committed In&ide the 
walls of the post office are attempted by 
the younger hands, and it is tor that 
reason that every newcomer is occa/- 
sioualiy subjected to keen watching 
from a quarter that he least suspects. 


Quite unknown to him, ho is kept 


under the observation of a keen-eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden frors 
view in a secret alcove almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger, or w hat- 
ever the employe may be. Every move- 
ment is rioted and analyzed, and it 
would take a very expert man to try on 
any under-handed game and escape de- 
tection. 


On the continent the correspondence 


of private individuals is liable t& tlia 
scrutiny of the police or other govern- 
ment agents, and no secret is mnde of 
the fac t. But, on the other hand, our 
officials write indignant letters of de- 
nial and repudiation, while all the time 
they are perfecting the fine art of open- 
ing letters without leaving any traces 
of the operation. 


Like most clever arts, thatof opening 


a leUcr without causing suspicion, is 
.simplicity it.self. A glance at the quali- 
ty of the stationery decides the operator 
ou the means to be adopted. 
Some 


kinds of paper will bear the steaming 
process without leaving any traces, and 
in that event the operation is very sim- 
ple. The contents, having been exam- 
ined, and, if necebsary, copied, they arc 
lebtoreJ to their envelope, which is re- 
Riumned, ihe flap burnished with a 
bone instrument. 


Contrary to general belief, the sealed 


envelope presents no difficulty to the 
expert. A picrc of new bread kneaded 
into a firm ball, is pressed on the seal 
and the fur-simile is. obtained. Various 
other methods have been attempted in 
taking the design of bcals, but the one 
ivc ha^e quoted has been declared to be 
far auay the. best for the purpose, the 
bread being clean and less liable to 
leave any trace of tampering behind. 
I'lus dough matrix is hardened as soon 
as the seal has been modeled, and when 
Llie contents of the letter have been ob- 
tained, the envelope is closed and re- 
sealed with the dough mold. 


When it is deemed unsafe to moisten 


an envelope it is cut open. The opera- 
tion is a delicate one, and to any but 
in expert very clifiicult to perform 
properly. One end of the envelope is 
helil firmly between two flat pieces of 
ivood, the edge of the paper projecting 
about tlie twentieth part of an inch. 
The expert passes the back of his knife 
rapidly over the pad, roughening and 
flattening it, while an equally quick 
pass with the r.-uor-like eflgc cuts 
the envelope open. When the contents 
are replaced the edges of the envelope 
•ire stuck together with a hair line of 
powerful fiiun, submitted to pressure 
fora few minutes, and no one not in the 
-.eeret would guess what had beeu done.

intact the receiver is invariably satis- 
fied. 
y<m- and then suspicious cone- 


apondentb place sand, powder, hairs or 
ither minute objects inside the enve- 
lope by way of tefct, but this does not 
(roubla the expert a little bit. He is 
in tliu lookout for that kind of dorlge, 
•o is careful to open the envelope o^er 
i large sheet of pure white paper. 
IVhen these "tests" fall out they arc 
.•aretuHy collected and restored.

An TntoreMtlng' Account of the Ore- 


can'* Little ViKlt to That 


Place. 


Tha Oregon's stop at the bell buoy oif 


Uonolulu has been far pleasanter than 
was expected; the greatship has ridden 
the heavy swells so smoothly that no 
cine lias experienced any discomfort ex- 
cept in getting on or off the ship with 
small boats. As there are only two 
small coal lighters which can be trust- 
ed outside the reel when loaded, it has 
been necessary to expedite coaling by 
using a small schooner and a brig as 
lighters. 


Now the Oregon is once more full of 


coal and av>aiu, her consort, the Iris, 
which is loading at the government 
wharf in the harbor; it is expected that 
the ships will leave for Guam at five p. 
m. to-day. 


The people of Honolulu have sho%vn 


in many pleasant ways their apprecia- 
tion of thoOiegon. A number of them 
ihartered a small steamer and on one 
occasion serenaded the ship v, ith the 
Hawaiian band. The Oahu liuilway and 
Land company gave the ofh'ccrs of the 
ships in poit a delightful e.vursion 
over their road to W&ialna, and there 
have been a number of private recep- 
tions and dinners, as well as public con- 
certs, in Kuirna square and Kapiolani 
[jju'k. 


The most striking thing about Hono- 


lulu, to the traveler \\ ho lias had the op- 
portvuity to compare it with other trop- 
ical countries of the. world, is its won- 
ilcrful thrift and enterprise. It Yioiild 
seem that here the Anglo-Saxon, far 
from Int-ing force and character, hasde- 
velupi'd new strength and energy. At 
present the plantations arc limited 
principally by the requirements of irri- 
gation, to land Ivirnr below the 030-foot 
plane. When this district is fullj devel- 
oped there is nothing to present the 
rTfction of additional puiiiplng plants 
for the irrigation of thr higher levels.

But, cnriou-ly enough, this advice 


proved the means of aggravating ffie 
evil it was intended to remedy, for as 
i refinement on St. Dunstan's b'inipTe
